M ovem ent A gainst Social Evils. 
N ew Y oitK, O ctober (5lh.—A sot in! evil, 
sim ilar in som e of its natures to th e diví­ 
nese quarters in San Francisco, is now 
being taken in hand here by propertv- 
ow ners. 
In th e district included by Broad­ 
way, Tw enty-fifth street, Seventh avenue 
and T hirty-third street, covered w ith sub­ 
stantial buildings, are som e o f th e worst 
form s o f vice in the city, in ihc shape of 
gam bling-room s und houses of prostitu­ 
tion. Thcv_range from the highest haunts 
of im m orality down to dens am i dance- 
houses. and arc m .-htly thronged by black 
and w hite vi-uors. 
Tile injury to property 
in the neighborhood has been enorm ous, 
and tbe effect Upon bu-iness o f stores and 
otber shops in the vicinity o f a once fash­ 
ionable pi,ice i- paralyzing. 
T he pocket 
nerve o f the New Y orkers hys been touched 
at la:;*:. 
An association has been form ed of 
respectable property-ow ners, having for its 
object th e purification o f the streets by 
m oral, financial, aud, if necessary, legal 
m eans in th e civil and crim inal Courts. 
T he association proposes not only to oust 
disorderly tenants, but also to piinish re­ 
fractory ow ners w ith th e severest penally 
provided by th e statutes against the pro­ 
prietors of evil resorts and public nuisances. 
The new spapers are aiding tbe work. 
T he Tribune says : Houses whose occupants 
were never asked unpleasant questions al­ 
ways had high-priced tenants, w hile owners 
w ho would not let their buildings for evil 
purposes saw their property greatly de­ 
preciated in value. 
Decent people near by 
could w ork no reform . 
It has finally be­ 
come evident that ibis neighborhood is to 
be purified. T he attention of the public 
m ust be directed tow ard Tw enty-seventh 
street and real estate owners, som e of 
w hom live in highly respectable quarters, 
b ut whose incom e is draw n from sin and 
sham e.

A ll tlie phenom ena o f W estern 
tornadoes were present in yesterday’s vis­ 
itation. Two black, balloon-shaped clouds, 
m oving w ith great velocity, tw isted trees 
and fragm ents o f rail fences w ere inter­ 
woven in tlie bulging part of the hissing 
m ass. T he first building in its path was a 
new school-house, for w hich the village 
paid $5,000. 
It was crashed like an egg­ 
shell, and every tim ber, except the floor, 
w as curried w ith the how ling wind-cloud. 
Tbe village church got th e full force of the 
cyclone. 
It was lifted th irty feet in the aii- 
am l fell on its side, a ju m b le of jagged 
rafters, boards am i plaster.

G reen R iv er, October 5th.—Som e testi­ 
m ony o f a startling character, given to the 
G rand Ju ry to-day, is calculated to throw 
new light on th e transactions at Itock 
Spring.-: during the recent riot there. 
■Rev. T im othy Tbirlow ay, a t oi'gr. ra ­ 
tional m inister, who resided at Rock Springs 
with his fam ily during th e riot, m ade a 
sw orn statem ent, show ing th at the Chinese 
set fire to their ow n houses, in order to pre­ 
vent the w hite m en from robbing them ot 
their money, w hich was buried in the 
ground underneath th eir dwellings. 
Su'o- 
.-equent events have show n th at this was 
th e case, for as soon as th e C hinam en re­ 
turned to Rock Springs th ey com m enced 
excavating tinder the ruins, and in one in­ 
stance over $GJio0 was found. 
T im othy Thirlow av, being d u ly sw orn, 
m ade the follow ing statem en t: “ I am a 
m inister of the Gospel, and was residing at 
Rock Springs on the 2d o f Septem ber last, 
on w hich day the riot occurred, and in the 
vicinity of Chinatow n. On that day I heard 
there was a large num ber o f m en m oving 
around tow ard th e north end of Chinatown 
w ith guns, clubs and otber weapons. 
I 
stepped o ut o f m y bouse w ith m y wife, and 
saw the first tw o houses th at were set on 
fire. 
W hile we were standing th ere I 
could see a n um ber of w hite m en go 
the north side of 
C hinatow n, 
an d at 
the sam e tim e four C hinam en cam e oat 
of a house in the southeast part of the 
town, only a short distance from us. They 
were som e 200 yards from th e w hite m en. 
T he lour C hinam en had not m oved m ore 
than tw enty yards from the house w ith 
th eir bundles, w hen som e one called them 
back, and they rem ained in tbe house tw o 
or three m inutes before com ing out agaiD. 
In tlie m eantim e a volley va3 h eard on the 
north side o f Chinatow n, and alm ost in ­ 
stantly the C hinam en rushed o at of the 
building. 
They bad hardly left w hen we 
saw that th e building w as on fire. 
No 
w hite m en were to be seen near the bouse, 
and it was apparent that the-bouse was 
tired by the C hinam en them selves. 
My 
daughter, w ho talked w ith some of the 
C hinam en afterw ards, can tell you m ore 
about th at, and the object of the Chinam en 
in setting th e other houses on fire. 
T he 
houses th at were first burned belonged to 
tbe railroad com pany, and were know n as 
Nos. 15 and 16. 
A m ong tbe C hinam en 
w ho cam e out o f No. 16. the first bouse set 
on tire, I recognized A h Q uong.” 
Follow ing is 
th e statem ent of Miss 
Eleanor T liirlo w ay : “ I cam e to R ock 
Springs last December, and have given in ­ 
struction to the Chinese at m y father’s 
house in tlie evening. 
I th in k we La 1 the 
confidence of the Chinese, w ho regarded us 
as their friends. 
Ju st as soon as they re­ 
turned, some cam e to see us, aud talked 
about th eir 
troubles. 
A h Quong. who 
lived in th e cellar of the eanghouse No. 18, 
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w hich was the first house set on fire, told 
m e th at a C hina boy w as afraid an A m eri­ 
can boy w ould get bis things, and the 
C hina boy set lire to the houses. 
I.etv Ack 
Sen, a nephew of A h Say, th e Chinese in ­ 
terpreter, also told m e the sam e facts about 
setting fire to tlie house as the other C hina­ 
m en ; that they were afraid th e w hite m en 
w ould find their m oney, and for th at rea­ 
son the Chinese set tire to th e houses. 
Ah 
Q uong said ‘ C hina boy no likee A m erican 
boy catch him things, a n d C hina boy set 
fire to houses.' ” 
Mrs. E leonor T birlow ay testified sub­ 
stantially as her husband, and also th at the 
C hinam en were seen ru n n in g from tbe 
iiouses, w hich im m ediately burst forth in 
liantes, as if touched off w ith gunpow der.

SLOPS, 


T h e married woman and mother of 38, 
and the single man of 22, who shot them ­ 
selves to death in Central Park, New York, 
the other day, rid the world of a couple of 
precious noodles. 
They died by their own 
hands because they loved and could not 
lawfully cling together; and they died 
well. 
W hen a married woman and a 
mother so far forgets her duty and her 
honor as to abandon her children lor the 
puppy dog love of a mere boy, and kills 
herself because she cannot have her lover 
all to herself, she died well, and the world 
has no regrets. 
It was a better thing to 
do than to disgrace her children by flight 
with her Adonis, and to th at extent the 
woman was brave. 
B ut how pitiful was 
such bravery compared to that she might 
have exhibited by crushing out her unholy 
passion, and living up the full measure of 
her duty to her children and her husband. 
She was a weak woman, else she would 
never have listened to the protestations of 
her adolescent admirer. She was a bad 
woman, else she never would have per­ 
m itted him to address her as no true wife 
can lie addressed and listen, nor would she 
have encouraged in him that passion 
which led the poor unfledged fool to de­ 
stroy himself. 
But the two died to a pur­ 
pose, for they have shown to other fools 
who have not reached a similar point of 
bravery and are more criminal, how utter­ 
ly the world despises their kind, and how 
little it regrets their taking o!L 


The editor of the Colusa Sun says that 
he has teen a close observer of the habit 
of the Sacramento river for thirty years, 
and has noted every step of the march of 
hydraulic slick era in its movement of con­ 
quest of the rivers. 
A few years ago there 
was not a gravel stone to be found in any 
river within fifteen miles of M arysville; 
now the gravel comes down the Feather 
almost to the Sacramento, and coarse sand 
quite to it. 
1 ]) the American there are 
gravel beds within ten miles of Sacramento, 
The farmers cannot keep up the levees 
(on the Sacramento below the Feather), 
-uni the waters pour over the banks, thus 
rendering the river less and less able to 
carry its floods and scour out its channel. 
He adds, that luid it not been for slickens 
every acre of swamp land could have been 
reclaimed by this time: Above the Feather 
■the Sacramento is deeper than in 1349, 
and the maintenance of the levees enables 
the river to keep up the scouring process. 
According to his view there is no hope for 
the river below the mouth of the Feather. 
“ Shall navigation lie abandoned ?” lie asks. 
He answers “ No.” 
But here is his rem- 
<h1v, which is certainly pleasant for Sacra­ 
mento. 
He would liave a channel cut 
from the sharpest point of Gray’s bend, 
above the Feather, to the head of Cache 
slough, which debouches into the river 
close to Kio Vista, and near the mouth of 
the Sacramento. 
As for the Feather, lie 
would have that stream keep the old chan­ 
nel oi the Sacramento, or else turn it 
westward into the basin above the Ameri­ 
can, where it could deposit its slickens and 
fill up that section. 
The American he 
would have turned into the same basin: 
We would run the new channel of the Sac­ 
ram ento on the west side of the Yolo basin, 
throw ing most of the earth to the east, so as to 
cu t off in tlood tim es the m uddy waters of the 
Feather and the American. 
In these davs of 
steam dredges tlie cutting of such a channel 
would not be the big job it would have been a 
tew years ago. 
The effect would lie to leave Sacramento 
out in the cold, >o far as situation on a 
navigable stream is concerned, but that 
he does not consider worthy of much at­ 
tention, as he holds it must hap[>en some­ 
time, and soon, and so he believes in sav­ 
ing what can be saved now. T his is all very 
startling on paper. But in practice it would 
be alit-urd. 
The Government will scarcely 
Undertake any such scheme, because to re­ 
claim the rív e rm its-preaenk^annel from 
the threat to it is an easier task, and in the 
direction of seconding the eftort of nature. 
The Sacramento occupies the right drain­ 
age route now, and it cannot be changed so 
readily as the editor of the Sun would 
have us believe. 
Moreover, the discharge 
of the Feather as suggested would leave 
the Government with just as big a “jo b ” 
on hand as it now has. 
As for the Amer­ 
ican, we imagine that it will be a stronger 
arm than that of any Government that 
can turn its waters into the basin north of 
it and retain its mud there. 
To guard 
against the tlood waters of Pntah and 
Cache creeks that ;w>ur down into the val­ 
ley basin, he admits will be a difficult en­ 
gineering feat, but lie thinks it may be ac­ 
complished hy dams and restraining gates 
on the upper reaches of those streams to 
regulate the flood discharge.

T h e Union P acilic R ailroad in th e F u ­ 
ture. 
San F rancisco, October 5th.—In an in­ 
terview to-day, 
P. P. Shelby, General 
Freight Agent of the Union Pactiic, said on 
the c^riject of other transcontinental rail- 
roairaines to this city : 
"T here is not now 
business enough for the Central and South­ 
ern Pacific, but of course as the country 
developes traffic will increase, and othrr 
roads will he built to meet the demand. 
San Francisco is, and always will be. the 
great seaport of the Pacific coast, and the 
roads will seek and find a term inus here; but 
when the California traffic will permit of 
railroad extension.it will te found that the 
Union Pacific will reach this coast before 
any of the other lines. The Union Pacific 
owns by purchase the Utah Central, run­ 
ning 200 miles south from Salt Lake, and 
from Lehigh, a town on this road, has 
built 53 miles westward, and lias now a 
direct line surveyed to San Francisco, 
which runs through a rich mining and 
agricultural country, and is m uch shorter 
than any of the lines now running, or pro­ 
posed to be built, into San Francisco. The 
completion of this road depends solely 
upon business developing so as to w arrant 
the outlay for its construction.”

The first was in the meeting of leading 
citizens on Saturday night last, and the 
appointment of 300 Deputy Sheriffs, re­ 
ported at the time, and the second was in the 
charge of Chief Justice < ¡reene to theG rand 
Jury on its im paneling to-day. After call­ 
ing their attention to the sections of the 
law relating to riots, arson, murder, etc., 
the J udge said :

You doubtless share, as 1 do, tlie prevalent 
conviction o f the people ol the Pacific States 
and Territories, that under the present condi­ 
tions, and viewed from an economic standpoint, 
the Chinese are out of place in America, and 
th at their presence on this coast is an obstacle 
to its highest business prosperity; but a resort 
to lawless violence to promote th eir rem oval is 
utterly inexcusable. Business prosperity may 
be hindered by the presence of the Chinese, but 
business prosperity w ill be scattered to the four 
w inds if this country is to be published to the 
world as a place to which social agitators can 
safely resori to try their experim ents of mob 
law. You sit here to-day as exponents of the 
good sense, the iearlessness, the love of law and 
the determ ined will of this com m unity, 
bet 
it 
be 
seen. 
by 
your 
promjititude 
aud firmness, th a t it is the law-loving and 
peaceful citizens who wield here both the scep­ 
ter and tiie sword. The presence of the Chinese 
is au evil, but the project of driving them out 
by lawless violence is suicidal. 
There are 
well-meaning individuals who favor that pro­ 
ject, but they arc not wise. If th eir minds 
grasped tbe natural and inevitable consequences 
of exciting it, they would not favor it. 
Again, 
there arc others, not well-meaning, who favor 
it; persons who are among us but not of us, who 
have nothing at stake in this city or countv: 
transient loufcm in tiie lowest slums of tiie 
town, labor; im pos#rs, too lazy to work, too 
cowardly to face the battle of liie. Besides this 
basest elem ent, there are other men and com­ 
binations torm ented by jealousy of this com ­ 
m unity, w ho would not be displeased to see 
Seattle a ruin and King county bankrupt. 
Many there are who would even rejoice to have 
fastened upon this county, before the world, 
the reputation of being the uursciy and volcanic 
center of lawlessness aud riot, and upon our 
people the reproach of lacking that lofty m oral­ 
ity. that sobriety of judgm ent, th at reverence 
for law, that stability of purpose, that unanim ­ 
ity aud solidity in action, w hich betokens a 
com m unity truly great, and prophecy for it a 
great future.

The Superior Court is being entertained 
with a motion to set aside the sentence of 
eighty days’ imprisonment in the county 
jail, awarded by Judge Henry to the worth­ 
less " lover," Louis Hansche. 
If this glass 
ot vagrants are to be allowed to scheme 
with Second and L-street courtesans, who 
harbor and support them upon the wages of 
their shame, and cover up their vagrancy 
under pretense of their being bar-tenders, 
landlords, etc., so that the law cannot 
reach them, then it’s time that a vigilance 
committee take the m atter in hand, and 
make a clean sweep of harlots and lovers, 
and do it so vigorously that they will not 
return to further disgrace the city! It is not 
to be supposed that with such plotting to 
evade the law, and with testimony given 
without regard to truth, but only to screen 
themselves, that as satisfactory evidence 
can be obtained upon which to"convict in 
such cases, as under other circumstances, 
and it should not be required, 
No one can 
doubt the correctness of Judge H enry’s de­ 
cision in the case, and no respectable citi­ 
zen can he found who finds any fault with 
the sentence, except in that it was not one- 
half as severe as the defendant’s continued 
offense before the public deserves. 
It is not 
a good class of cases for Courts to he senti­ 
mental over. 


The dismissal of 
the 
embezzlement 
indictments against Thomas H. Reynolds 
for peculations while Deputy Secretary of 
State under I) M. Burns, ends the efforts 
in the Courts to determine who stole the 
$30,000 of State money. Burns was tried 
first, and the evidence presented by him, 
tending to prove his own spotless" imn> 
cence and that Reynolds was an unm iti­ 
gated thief, was exceedingly plausible, and 
very generally accepted by the public. The 
strength of this impression was greatly in­ 
creased by almost entire silence on the 
part of Reynolds while the trial was in 
progress, and until after Burns was set scot 
free. 
In fact. Reynolds’ looks and de­ 
meanor were regarded as those of a man 
whose brazen thievingsof public funds had 
at last been unearthed, and he was experi­ 
encing the shame and disgrace of exposure. 
No sooner, however, had Burns been ac­ 
quitted and the time approached for Rey­ 
nolds' trial, than Reynolds began to be 
very bold and loud in utterances of his 
own innocence. He also promised to show 
that not only did Burns do all the stealing, 
but that he, Reynolds, resigned his office 
as Deputy because he found lie could not 
make Burns quit stealing, and his own im ­ 
maculate soul was too pure to longer re­ 
main in contact with such an unregenerate 
villain. 
Meantime, 
while 
Burns 
had 
slipped his neck from the meshes of the 
law, the actual proof of his own inno­ 
cence depended upon the conviction of 
Reynolds in accordance with his testi­ 
mony, ami his own evidence was princi­ 
pally to be relied upon to do this. At this 
im portant juncture Burns was suddenly 
taken with a violent mining fever, and he 
at onee hied away to the wilds of Mexico, 
and unquestionably has intentionally re­ 
mained there to give Reynolds a free'field 
to secure a Scotch verdict of “ not proven,” 
and which the immaculate and never- 
doubting Tliomas has successfully availed 
him self of. 
Both have beeu charged be­ 
fore the public as thieves, or, politely speak­ 
ing, embezzlers of public funds ; both have 
asserted their own innocence, and each that 
the other was the culprit; both have aided 
the escape of the other by silence while 
the other was on tria l; both are scot free, 
and the State Prison has teen cheated out 
of one, if not two, steady boarders to which 
it was richly entitled. 


F e r ry an il R o a d a t V ina. 
E ds. R e c o rd -U n io n : 
From time to tiiue 
some writer attacks Governor Stanford for 
closing up the Vina Ferry road from the 
town of Vina to the Sacramento river. I 
have frequently replied to them in papers 
in this county. 
My answers are never 
copied by other papers, but the attack on 
Mr. Stanford went the rounds of the lead­ 
ing papers of the State. The attacks were 
generally base, malicious and false, written 
by persons ignorant of facts regarding the 
road. 
I noticed an article in tiie Red Bluff 
Sentinel of September 24th, signed by J. G. 
Barkley, regarrding the ferrv roád. 
I 
have read his letter carefully, and if there 
is a single fact about the road from 
Vina to the river, 1 have failed to find it. 
Mr. Barkley speaks of an old Territorial 
road that had been traveled from tbe early 
times up to 1872. 
There never was any 
road there till 1872, when I established the 
ferry. There used to be a steamboat land­ 
ing one mile and a half above the ferry, 
near the mouth of Deer creek. 
Thirty- 
three years ago there was a ferry at the 
Moon ranch, some two miles below the 
Vina ferry, but that was abandoned some 
thirty years ago. 
W hen Tehama got to be 
a little town all the travel from the coast 
side of the river, going to the northern 
mines, came this way, so there was not 
travel enough to justify Mr. Moon to keep 
his ferry running. None of Mr. Barkley's 
friends, nor anyone writing about that 
road, appear to know anything^bout the 
Moon ferry. 
1 don’t think any of them 
were in tiiis country in those days. 
1 be­ 
lieve Mr. Barkley has been here about two 
years only. 
Had the Board of Supervisors in 1874 
done justice by me and established a 
county road on the west side of the river, 
as 1 earnestly requested them to do, when 
one Chris Gardner, after giving me the 
right of way through his land, forbid me 
as a trespasser, there never would have 
bec$i any trouble about that road, but in­ 
stead of that they annulled my charter and 
gave it to Mr. Gardner, and he proved tobe 
a very incompetent person, for he lost two 
ferryboats in two years. I don't think any 
Board of Supervisors ever treated any per­ 
son with such gross injustice as that Board 
treated me. After establishing an enter­ 
prise of that kind they gave away what be­ 
longed to me, and that man Gardner got 
what cost me nearly $2,000. The road was 
made and the boat there ready to run with­ 
out costing him anything. 
W hen Gov. Stanford bought the ranch I 
'went to his agents and told them about the 
road ; that it belonged to me, and requested 
them to close it. 
L got the road from Mr. 
Gerke, and he always called it my road, 
and promised that some time when we met 
in Red Bluff he would give me a deed of it. 
He repeatedly said to me “ that Mr. Gard­ 
ner shall never have that road, for it be­ 
longs to you.” 
For nearly ten years Mr. 
Gardner has had the benefit of my enter­ 
prise, and I am glad that lie has ceased to 
take in money that by rights belonged to 
me. Then you let me say in conclusion 
that if any one is to blame for that road 
being closed. I think it is your obedient 
servant, 
J o h n L ea.

A n A u d a c io u s A lien.

M inutes read 
and approved. 
County A uditor, J. H . 
M iller, presented the following statem ent, 
w ith his recom m endations, w hich were 
read and filed : 
To the Honorable Hoard o f Supervisors o f 
the County o f Sacramento — G e n tle m e n ; 
A greeably w ith the requirem ents of Sec­ 
tion 52 of “ An Act to establish a uniform 
system of county and township) govern­ 
m ents,” approved M arch 14, 1883, I have 
the honor to present the follow ing state­ 
m ent of the financial condition of the 
county, w ith estim ates of the probable 
am ounts necessary to be provided for the 
various funds during the present fiscal 
year, together w ith such recom m endations 
as seem likely to assist you in determ ining 
the required rate of taxation for th e cu r­ 
rent year. 
T he funded debt o f the county and the 
rate and am ount of interest annually paid 
on each class of bonds is as follows :

T he bonds oí 1884 were issued Novem ber 
29, 1884. to the am ount of $126,000, due 
Jan u a ry 1. 1895, for the purpose of redeem ­ 
ing $76,000 hospital sinking and interest 
bonds, and $50.0<io Court-house and jail 
bonds, w hich were*then payable, and w hich 
bore interest at 8 per cent, per annum . The 
saving to the county bv this reduction of 
interest am ounts to over $4,000 yearly, and 
w ith the surpilus w hich bad been collected 
to pay the interest on the old bonds, our 
C ounty Treasurer on Ju ly 1st redeem ed 
$5,000 of the bonds of 1884, w hich is the 
first reduction o f our funded debt m ade 
since 1877. 
T he Act of 1883, u n d er w hich 
these bonds w ere issued, m akes it the dutv 
o f the Board to annually levy a sufficient 
tax to pay the accruing interest, and such 
piropiortion o f the principal that on or be­ 
fore the date of m aturity of the bonds, the 
am ount so raised shall equal the whole 
am ount of the principal and interest. 
I 
have m ade a careful com putation o f th e 
am ount necessary to be collected under this 
provision, and find th at an annual levy of 
$15,OX) will extinguish th e debt at the ex­ 
piration o f ten years. 
I therefore recom ­ 
m end that the levy for this fund be fixed 
at a rate which w ill produce th at am ount.

m ates, it being unsafe to rely upon any tax 
m oney being received from the railroad 
com panies, an d th e personal property tax 
having already been collected.

T he source of this surplus revenue is 
found in the paym ent to the county o f the 
balance due on account of the delinquent 
railroad taxes of 1880-81-82. w hich was col­ 
lected and paid in by the D istrict A ttorney 
011 January 3, 1885. 
W ithout this pay­ 
m ent neither fund would have sh o w n 'a 
surplus for tlie year, and both w ould now 
be about exhausted, m aking it necessary 
to transfer m oney from other funds w ith 
w hich to nav our w arrants up to December 
1st. 
W ith th e present balances, however, 
an d the assistance of the usual collections 
of license m oney, I estim ate that each of 
these funds will be able to m eet all de­ 
m ands up to th a t date. 
T his result is th at w hich was intended 
and recom m ended by m y predecessor in 
office, and I feel th at the policy of con­ 
ducting the county business upon a cash 
basis is the only safe one for us to follow, 
and should be continued. 
I therefore rec­ 
om m end that the tax levy for each fund be 
fixed at a rate sufficiently large to produce 
a full year's revenue, in order that the 
sam e gratifying condition of the county 
finances w hich now exists, m ay be reported 
in a year from now. 
T he general fund received last year from 
the tax levy, in round numbers', the sunt 
o f $54,000. and from all other sources, ex­ 
clusive of the railroad taxes above m en­ 
tioned, 
about 
$29,000. 
Of 
this 
latter 
am ount, about $5,000 was received from 
the State as com m issions earned by the va­ 
rious county officers in the assessment, 
com putation, collection and care of the 
State tax. 
T his com m ission 
the Con­ 
troller. under advice of the A ttorney-G en­ 
eral, now refuses to allow, and it will 
therefore be necessary to include this sum 
in the am ount to be raised by taxation. Of 
the am ount received last year, however, 
about $9,000 was spent in the construction 
of th e Tw elfth-street trestle-w ork—which, 
being an unusual expenditure, m ay be de­ 
ducted from the figures above stated for 
the purpose of estim ating the require­ 
m ents for ordinary purposes. T his show s 
that at least $50,000 will be required to 
m eet th e dem auds on this fund for tlie 
usual expenditures of the year. 
In case it 
is desired to expend any m oney for special 
purposes, such as the a n ti-debris litigation, 
or for th e purchase or im provem ent of 
county property, it will be necessary to in ­ 
crease the rate sufficiently to cover the 
am ount so required. 
The H ospital fund received from the tax 
levy of last year $39,683 87. w hile the ex­ 
penditures am ounted to $31,437 50. 
I am 
o f the opinion that a levy producing $39,­ 
000 will cover the ordinary allowances for 
the ensuing year, w hile if any special ex­ 
penditures are contem plated/the am ount 
needed for sam e should be provided for in 
addition. 
The report of the Superintendent of 
Schools show s 10,243 census children in the 
county. 
Section 1818 of the Political Code 
prescribes that the Board of Supervisors 
m ust fix a rate w hich will produce not less 
th an $3 for each census child, m aking it 
necessary to provide not less than $30,729 
for this fund this year. Section 1819 of the 
sam e Code provides th at in case the Board 
fail to m ake the proper levy as required, 
the A uditor m ust do so, and m ust au 
am ount to the tax roll. 
The am o u n t to be collected for road pu r­ 
poses m u st be estim ated by the Board, and 
the rate of tax for sam e should be fixed to 
produce the am ount w hich it is necessary 
to spend. 
T his tax can he levied only on 
property outside of the city o f Sacram ento, 
the value of w hich, including $1,613,158 on 
railroads outside of the city, is $14,938,163. 
The rate of State tax, as ii.xed by the State 
Board of Equalization, is 54 4-10 cents on 
each $100—an increase o f nearly 10 cents 
over last year's rate. 
T his increase, taken 
in connection witli the fact th at it wiil re­ 
quire a raise of tw o cents in th e rate of 
school tax to produce the am ount required 
for the school fund, and th at it is now also 
necessary to provide for the redem ption of 
$10,000 of our funded debt, will undoubt­ 
edly m ake it necessary to considerably in­ 
crease the county tax rate. T he tax-payers 
m ay, however, congratulate them selves on 
the fact that w hile nearly all th e im portant 
counties in the State had th eir assessm ent 
rolls raised bp the State B oard of Equaliza­ 
tion, our own county was fortunate enough 
to escape this aetioD. w hich w ould have 
m aterially increased th e burden of taxation.

CALISTOGV HOT SPRINGS. 


C ontem plated 
Im p rovem en ts by S en a­ 
tor Stanford, tlio N ew P rop rietor. 
[Calistogian, Septem ber 30tb.] 
The recent purchase of the Hot Springs 
at this place, with all the cottages and 
water rights, by Senator Leland Stanford, 
cannot be viewed in any other light than 
that of a great blessing to Napa Valley and 
particularly Calistoga. The subject has in­ 
terested us a great deal, and we have since 
taken pains to ascertain as many facts as 
-pos-ible in regard to the purchase, which, 
it seems, was the consummation of aloug- 
cherished wish of the purchaser to become 
the possessor of this magnificent piece of 
property, that has so long attracted atten­ 
tion. 
The Calistoga Hot Springs hotel was 
(iret opened in 1 SfK> as a public house by 
Charley Thorne, the once very popular ac­ 
tor. and in lVi.'J Samuel Branuan erected a 
new hotel, and twelve or fifteen cottages, 
furnishing them in grand style, at an ex­ 
pense of about $100,000. The management 
changed many times, till finally the prop­ 
erty fell into possession of the owners of 
the Sacramento Savings Bank to satisfy a 
claim against the owner. The grounds 
were divided up by the bank managers and 
sol 1 off in subdivisions to a great many 
purchasers, and if we are not mistaken 
Senator Stanford has had an agent busy for 
about three years past in getting it together. 
H e now says that he has all the land here- 
quires, which is not far from two hundred 
acres, all of which has more than doubled 
in value since liis fortunate purchase. This 
includes all the bot-water fields, the cot­ 
tages and ornam ental grounds and the siteol 
the hotel, wnich was burned down in 1832, 
while owned by “ Col.” Tichnor. the al­ 
chemist. who deluded many to think that 
he could take gold out of the sulphur wa­ 
ter : ais , the pipe line from the place owned 
by H. 1. .Bibbs, a mile northerly, and the 
water from the spring in the hills south of 
town. 


THK FAVORITE OF SENATOR STANFORD. 
Monterey has always been the pet scheme 
of i harh Crocker and C. 1*. Huntington, 
while Senator Stanford has ill wavs claimed 
—and very properly, too—that the people 
of San f rancisco needed for a change a 
different climate than that prevailing at the 
seaside resorts. The beautiful Alameda 
W arm .Springs attracted his attention from 
the fad <il its proximity to the metropolis, 
which he acquired from A. A. Cohen. 
IV hen it was demonstrated that the hot 
water ground at this .-place was capable of 
sustaining the growth of trees and foliage, 
it was looked upon as the finest spot for a 
watering place and sanitarium in California, 
and with a knowledge of that fact Senator 
Stanford purchased the Calistoga property. 
Numerous stately elms, twenty-two years 
old. line the inaiii avenues, while pines 
and cypress trees have attained a bight of 
thirty and forty feet.
